DEGLINES IN GANADA 


Imports tnorease While Canadian 
Blast Furnaces Are idle—A 
Remedy is Needed | 


Canadian iron ore resources have 
not been developed sufficiently to sup- 
ply home demands—in fact, since 1896 | 
Canadian blast furnaces and steel 
plants have become more and more 
dependent upon supplies of {mported 
ores. The total shipments of fron ores 
in 1912 from mines in Canada were | 
215,883 tons, whereas blast furnaces 
consumed a total of 2,090,753 tons, 
and steel furnaces consumed 43,006 
tons, Although the shipments from 
fron ore mines were slightly higher 
than in 1911, they aro, with the ex- 
ception of the previous year, the low- 
est that have been recorded in thir- 
teen years, and amount to less than 
10 per cent. of the year’s require- 
ments of blast ann steel furnaces, 

Mr. J. J. Carrick, M.P, for Port 
Arthur, in asking the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the other week to encourage 
the development and utilization of 
Canadian fron ore deposits, drew at- 
tention to the fact that during the 
fiscal year 1913 there were imported 
into Canada fron and steel products | 
amounting to $141,000,000. This im- 
portation constitutes nearly one- 
quarter of the total amount of im- 


| ports of all commodities into Canada
